Athens under today’s date the corre- | 
spondents of Le Temps says: 

“The Greek government has dire@ed 
its minister to Switzerland from the’! 
Caradja,.to communicate to the Greek 
legations at Berlin, Vienna, Sofia and 
Constantinople instructing .the minis- 
ters to break diplomatic relations be- 
tween the Greek kingdom andthe 
governments of Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Bulgaria and Turkey. 

“The Greek ministers at. these cai. 
tals are instructed to léate their posts 
with their staffs and to place their ar- 
chives with The Netherlands legations. 

“The ruptoare is based on the incom- 
| patibility of maintaining: diplomatic re- 
lations with governments that are car- 
rying on war in Greek territory.” 


Greece's new course with regard to 
the war began to be‘ shaped on June 
12 with the abdication of King Con- 
stantine and the accession of Alexander, 
his second son, as king. The abdica- 
tion was in effect a dethronement 
of Constantine ‘whose pro-German 
attitude had given the entente endless 
trouble and threatened not only the 
success of the Saloniki expedition, but 
its safety, through danger of back fire 
‘from a hostile -Greek military force.

.a result of the congestion of traffic 


on the eastern roads and the various 
operating difficulties arising out of 
the shortage of cars, the movements of 
the empty cars westward reached ex- 
traordinary proportions over some 
lines. 

“Because of the severe weather con- 
ditions the expenses of the movement 
were greater than usual, and, of course, 
the movement of empty cars adds noth- 
ing to the revenues. inally, increased 
wages directly and indirectly result- 
ing from legislation first appeared on 
the operating accounts of a number of 
carriers for the month of February. 

“These three causes, together with 
increases in the cost of materials and 
supplies, and to some extent for fuel, 
made the operating results of the east- 
ern carriers for February alarmingly 
unfavorable. If these unfavorable ten- 
dencies had continued and the operat- 
ing results for the succeeding months 
had perpetuated tendencies of the 
month of February, a problem very 
different from that which now con- 
fronts us would have been presented. 

“The emergency which the carriers 
believed existed when these proceed- 
ings were initiated was attributed by 
some primarily to the war in Europe.

“In my judgment the war will come

“No doubt we can have peace now 
at a-price.

What Indemnity Means. 

“But what did indemnity mean. In- 
demnity is an essential part of the 
mechanism of civilization in every land 
‘and clime. Otherwise what guaran- 
tee have we against a repetition? Then 
it is said that it is. not what you are 
after. You are after our colonies and 
probably Palestine and Mesopotamia. 
If we had entered int6 this war purely 
for the German colonies we would not 
have raised an, army of three of four 
millions. We could have got them 
without adding a single battalion to 
the army. 

‘Our greatest army is in France. We 


‘lare there to recover for the people who 


have been driven out, their patrimony, 
the land which belonged to them. , 
“As to Mesopotamia; is it not and 
never has ‘been Turkish. You have 
only to read the terrible reports to see 
what a wilderness the Turks have 
made of the Garden of Eden. What is 
to happen to Mesopotamia must be left 
to the peace conference and there is 
one thing that will never happen to 
it. It wth nevér*be° restered to the 
ng tyranny of the Turks. 
“The sdme observation applies to 
| Armenia. As to the German colonies, 
, that again is a matter which must be 
;settled by the great international peace 
conference. en we come to settle 
who must be the future trustees of 
those uncivilized lands we must take 
into account the sentiments of the peo- 
ples themselves and whether they are 
anxious to secure the return of their 
former masters or whether they would 
rather trust their destinies to other and 
juster and gentler hands. The wishes, 
desires and interests of the people them- 
;selves of all those countries must be 
the dominant factor in settling their 
future government. 


Peace Must Be Equitable. 


‘Peace must ibeframed on so equi- 
table a basis that the nations would not 
wish to disturb it. It must be guar- 
anteed by destruction of Prussian milli- 
tary power, so that the confidence of 
the German poses shall be put in 
jthe equity of their cause and not in 
| the might of their armies. A _ better 
Suarantee than either would be de- 
mocratization of the German govern- 
ment. 

“No one wishes to dictate to the Ger- 
man people the form of government 
under which they should choose to 
live. But it is right we should say that 
we will enter into negotiations with a 
free government of Germany with a 
different attitude of mind and a dif-

President Wilson exchanged letters 
with the Rev. Dr. James Cannon, chair- 
man of the National Anti-Saloon 
league’s legislative committee, and call- 
ed senate leaders to the white house 
in his efforts to harmonize differences 
and smooth the way for final enact- 
ment of the food measure. “Bone dry” 
legislation was written into the Dill 
before it passed the house and the sen- 
ate agriculture committee amended the 
provision to prohibit the manufacture 
of distilled spirits, but empowering the 
president to permit the making of 


beer and wine. 
Views of President Wilson. 

In his letter to Dr. Cannon the presi- 
dent said Senator Martin, democratic 
leader, had asked him to express_his 
views on the food-liquor legislation re- 
garding “the wisest and most patriotic 
policy to be pursued,” and added: 

“Tl regard the immediate passage of 
the bill as of vital consequence to the 
safety and defensé of the nation. Time 
is of the essence; and yet it has be- 
come evident that heated and protracted 
debate will delay the passage of the 
bill indefinitely if the provisions af- 
fecting the manufacture of beer and 
wines are retained and insisted upon. 
In these circumstances I have not hesi- 
tated to say to members of the senate 
who have been kind enough to consult 
me that it would undoubtedly be in the 
public interest in this very critical mat- 
ter if the friends of those provisions 
should consent to their elimination from 
the present measure. Feeling that 
your committee is actuated by the same 
patriotic: motives which inspire me, I 
am confident that these. considerations 
will seem to you, as they seem to me, 
to be imperative.” 

Anti-Saloon League representatives 
tonight replied that while recognizing 
“the force of any -appeal from the 
resident and commander-in-chief of 
he army and navy in time of war,” 
a definite answer would be deferred 
until after conference with prohibition 
leaders in the senate and house, 

Beer-Wine Fight Abandoned. 

Informal agreement, however, was 
reached by those of the prohibition 
forces in the senate for virtual aban- 
donment of the fight to include beer 
and wines in the liquor legislation. 
Their future efforts, it appeared prob- 
able, would be directed to securing an 
amendment authorizing the president 
to suspend manufacture of malt, fer- 
mented and vinous beverages in his 
discretion. President Wilson told sen- 
ators with whom he conferred that as 
a compromise and to secure action 
upon the food control legislation he 
would be willing to have congress 
clothe him with such authority. 

A copy of the president’s letter to 
the Anti-Saloon league leader was 
sent to Senator Martin and the senate 
seethed all day with conferences to- 
ward a compromise. Tonight the so- 
called “dry” leaders in congress con-

Brief references to the prohibition 
issue were made during senate debate 
today by Senator Hardwick, of Geor- 
gia, and Senator Reed, of Missouri. The 
former said the “control” legislation, 
as well as the prohibition sections, in- 
volve “a straightjacket” for the na- 
tion. Senator Reed criticised the press 
for opposing prohibition, but paid scant 
attention to the other alleged evils of 
the bill. Senator Hardwick vigorously 
attacked the bill in a three-hour speech 
as “despotic, autocratic, undemocratic 
and un-American.” — 

Discussion of committee amendments 
was begun late today and without a 
roll call the senate fejected an amend- 
ment by Senator Smith, of Arizona, to 
add newsprint paper and its products 
to articles over which government con- 
trol is proposed. He said the publish- 
ers would by federal supervision re- 
ceive print paper at reasonable rates. 
Senator Borah and others declared that 
extension of control to paper “products” 
threatened unlimited government cen- 
sorship of the press. 

The senate added fertilizer ingredi- 
ents, upon motion of Senator Smith, 
of South Carolina, to the list of prod- 
ucts over which federal power shall 
extend. Senator King, of Utah, gave 
notice of a motion to striké copper from 
the list, while other senators propose 
amendments extending control to cot- 
ton. clothing, leather and many other 
articles. 

Aleoholic Patent Medicines. 

In a speech assailing prohibition 
amendments to the food control bill 
in the house* today, Representative 
Meeker, of Missouri, submitted statis- 
tics showing that 746 patent medicines 
containing from eight-tenths of one 
per cent to 93% #$=*~per cent of alcohol 
would be exempt from the regulation 
of the food control measure. Compa- 
nies manufacturing them, he said, are 
capitalized: at $71,000,000 and he pre- 
aigtes that passage of the food con- 
tro) bill in its present form would in- 
crease their stock values ten times 
within three years. 

Whether an attempt. will be made to 
keep the house in session continuously 
after next Tuesday to receive the con- 
ference report on the food survey bill, 
sent to conference today, is problemat- 
ical.

Editor Constitution: A copy of your éd- 
itorial on “The Atlanta Spirit’ has just come 
to my notice, and, although somewhat be- 


lated, I cannot refrain from commenting on 


it, and especially on the fifth paragraph, 


dealing with the lessons of the fire. “As 
we rebuild,” you say, “however rapidly it 
may be, we must rebuild against the repe- 
tition of any such terrible conflagration as 
that through which the city has just passed.” 

This is very true; but there is something 
even more important than the mere rebuild- 
ing of the physical structures which will re- 
fill the burned district, however sound and 
substantial the structures may be. That 
is to build—and I take it you will have to 
build from the foundation—a sound. public 
sentiment that will not only permit the en- 
actment of safety ordinances, but will re- 
quire their enforcement, without fear or 
favor. Your anti-combustible roofing’ or- 
dinance had been rendered inoperative for 
a time because its enforcement had been de- 
ferred out of consideration for certain: in- 
terests. ou have in your byilding code 
certain requirements for automatic sprink- 
lers that had never been enforced; nor had 
Fire Chief Cody or his predecessor, Chief 
Joyner, been able to marshal official support 
or public sentiment for their enforcement. 
Those sections of the law had been dead 
letters for more than a lustrum. 

If your roofing ordinance and your sprink- 
ler ordinance and any other fire control or- 
dinances you may have enacted are to do 
you agy real good, the rebuilding of Atlanta 
must include the building of a sound public 
sentiment to compel their enforcement.

As bunker coal will be 
icensed this arrangement gives the 
United States and Great Britain togeth- 
er a firm control of both allied and 
neutral shipping. The disposal of neu- 
tral tonnage and a score of other com- 
piexities must be worked out before 
a definite policy is adopted. Plans for 
diverting Japan’s tonnage to trans-At- 
lantic service are to be considered be- 
fore a final decision is made as to a 
program, 

Diplomatic representatives here of 
he European neutrals are making every 
effort to convince this government that 
their countries have not taken advan- 
tage of heavy imports from the United 
States to trade with Germany. 

The Netherlands government, par- 
ticularly, is disturbed over what its 

resentatives declare is an effort to 
force it from its position of neutrality. 
Only © hours distant from one of 
the great belligerents, this country, its 
representatives have told American of- 
ficials, is in the most difficult posi- 
tion of all the neutrals. 

The Netherlands representatives have 
presented facts regarding Dutch im- 
orts designed to show that the large 
ncrease in food shipments received frOm 
America is explained by a reduction 
in imports from other countries. In 
1912, their figures poepersee to show, 
Dutch imports totaled. 123,500,000 
pounds, while in 1915 they amounted 
to only 51,500,000 pounds.

Every dog that hasn't a 
tag will be taken up by the dog catch- 
er and sent to the place where dogs 
zo when they are no more. 

The dog tax and dog wagon ordinance 
was a substitution for the muazzling 
ordinance recently proposed in council 
by Councilman Nutting, but which lost 
in a tie vote, Acting Mayor Pro Fém 
Steve R. Johnston casting the deciding 
vote. Alderman Johnston stated that 
he was not opposed to the muzzling of 
dogs, but thought it should not pass in 
its present form,

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Sheriff Jim Lowry is today advocat- 
ing the abolition of a tradition he once 
was willing to uphold with his life’s 
blood. He was one of the heartiest 
apostles of the move put on foot yes- 
terday by the Georgia Association of 
Sheriffs to request the railroad com- 
mission to permit sheriffs to ride in the 
white compartments with negro pris- 
oners being transported from one lo- 
cality to another. . 

That is because he is sheriff and 
sometimes has to ride with a negro. 
But back in the old days when Sheriff 
Jim was Captain Jim, a veteran railway 
conductor, he often routed a sheriff 
with his black prisoner from the white 
coaches and ran the pair into-the 
“Jim Crow” cars. 

The prevalent custom, which has ob- 
tained since the war, is, for the sheriff, 
or his custodian of a negro prisoner, 
to accompany the black man in the 
“Jim Crow” compartment. The sheriffs 
protest against being subjected to the 
inconveniences and discomforts of the 
negro coaches. 

It is argued that since a négro nurse 
or maid is permitted to accompany her 
white employer and children in the 
white coaches, it is only due them that 
the sheriffs. be granted to ride in at 
least the smoking compartment with 
negro prisoners. In event the project 
fails before the commission, legislation 
will be sought. 
 f& feature of the sheriffs’ meeting 
was an address deliveréd in the morn- 
ing by Attorney General Clifford L. 
Walker, in which he urged the county 
officers to exert their utmost in the 
imminent problems of home-defense. 
A vast proportion of this duty, he said, 
fell on the shoulders of the sheriffs of 
the state. The question of additional 
money for sheriffs confronted with 
home defense problems would be set- 
tled by federal authorities, the attor- 
ney general predicted. #

ge Rake the steering of legislation out of 
» the hands of a rules committee, 


ap- 
pointed by the speaker—a fight that 
Was brewing in the last house—broke 
out with the introduction of. resolu- 
tions and substitutes and rule amend- 
ments, coming from all sections of the 
house and fathered by half a dozeg 
different members. 

The fight was finally put off for the 
day and temporarily confined to a spe- 
cial committee of twelve, one from 
each congressional district, appointed 
by the speaker, on motion of Represen- 
tative Beck, of Carroll, autnor of the 
first resolution changing the _ rules 
which reached the speaker’s desk and 
one of the leading insurgents against 
the pules committee of the last house, 

The speaker announced the follow- 
ing committee, to whom all the sug- 
gested changes were referred: Beck, 
Law, Ellis, Pace, Smith of Telfair, Hall, 
Wright of Floyd, DuBose, Wood, Beaz- 
ley, Akin and Brinson. 


Changes in Rules. 

The most comprehensive changes 
suggested were proposed in a resolu- 
tion offered by Representative Neill, 
of Muscogee, which not only changed 
the method of electing the rules com- 
mittee, but also deprived it of most of 
its powers to shape legislation. 

Mr. Neill's resolution provided for a 
rules committee made up of one mem- 
ber from each congressional district, 
elected by the house, and the speaker 
ex-officio chairman. During the last 
three days of the session the author of 
any bill which had passed the house 
and had been amended by the senate 
should have the right to call it up 
when the house was not otherwise en- 
gaged. On Thursdays of each week, 
any member might call on any com- 
mittee, to which a measure had been 
referred for ten days, to report said 
measure cut within three days. 

Representative Beck's resolution 
provided for one member from each 
congressional district, elected by the 
representatives from that district, the 
speaker, ex-officio, as chairman and 
a vice chairman to be elected by the 
committee itself. 

The resolution of Mr. Hall provided 
for the appointment of a rales commit- 
tee, with certain exceptions, and pro- 
vides that no member shall serve on 
more than three committees. 

Representative Bale, of Floyd, and 
Anderson, of Jenkins, also sent to the 
clerk's desk amendments to the rules 
on the same subject matter. 

,» To Prevent Personal Address. 


/ Representative Atkinson, of Fulton, 
sprang something of a bomb on the 
house when he introduced a resolution, 
the purport cf which was that the 
house would receive no communication 


from the governor except in writing, he]) 


holding that there was no warrant in 
the state constitution for any but writ- 
ten communications from the gov- 
ernor. 

Hardly had the resolution been read 
when Representative McCrory, of 
Schley, moved that it be tabled. He 
was reminded, however, by Mr. Atkin- 
son that he had not yielded the floor, 
and was accordingly out of order. 

In speaking to his resolution, Mr. 
Atkinson said that it was not with the 
 murpose of reflecting upon any execu- 
tive that it had been introduced. He 
declared that the constitution express- 
ly providedathat each department of 
state should be separate and distinct 
in its functions. He only wished to de- 
fend the independence of the general 
assembly from domination or control 
by other departments. 

“Wherever despotism prevails,” he 
continued, “kings and emperors come 
to address the representatives of their 
peoples from thrones. It was to get 
away from such rule as that that our 
fathers settled this country. There 
Was never a time when the liberties of 
our people were in greater danger than 
now. We are standing at the opening 
of a new epoch in our national exist- 
ence, an epoch of executive encroach- 
ment. 

“T want to protest against the gov- 
ernor’s coming to participate in the 
deliberations of the general assembly. 
The new governor has already  an- 
nounced that he will send his com- 
munications to be received at the door 
in accordance with the time-honored 
custom.” 

Name of Wilson Cheered. 


Replying to the Fulton representa- 
tive, Representative Culpepper, of Meri- 
wether, declared that the constitution 
did not prescribe the methods in which 
the governor might communicate with 
the general assembly. It might ‘be 
either orally or in writing, the matter 
being left entirely to the discretion of 
the governor and the gengral assembly. 

In the.course of his argument, Mr. 
Culpepper referred several times to the 
Oral method as the one adopted by 
President Wilson in his communications 
to congress, and every reference to 
the president and the great task he is 
pursuing caused an outburst of enthu- 
siasm from all parts of the house. 

The previous question, which was a 
joint resolution introduced from the 
senate Thursday, providing’ that the 
governor be heard in joint session at 12 
o'clock noon Friday, was then called.

To Georgia Legislature 


| Revision of the law so as to relieve 
! the governor in clemency matters by 
| the creation of a board of pardons com- 
;pelling the prison commission to g0 
i into the record of each crime involved 
| before recommending ‘a parole, the ap- 
pointment of a state auditor, service 
pensions for Confederate soldiers re- 
gardiess of whether they are worth in 
excess of $1,500, the increase in special 
taxes and in the inheritance tax to sup- 
ply the deficiency in the , treasury jed 
caused by the “bone dry” law, and the 
liberal support of the state’s educa- 
tional institutions—these were the 
leading recommendations contained in 
the last message of Governor Harris to 
the general assembly, delivered by him 
in person at a joint session of the 
house and. senate at noon yesterday. 

The governor departed somewhat 
from his written message to comment 
on it in parts and particularly to ex- 
plain his reasons for, presenting his 
message in person, following the ex- 
ample of President Wilson, rather than 
sending it to the houses to be read to 
them separately as other governors 
had dane. 

It was entirely within the discretion 
of the governor, he said, whether such 
messages to the general assembly were 
delivered orally or in writing. 

The governor recommended that the 
general assembly provide for the ex- 
penses of registration of young men of 
military age as recommended by the 
secretary of war. This, he estimated 
in his written message, would be about 
$10,000, but he added orally that, ow- 
ing to the fact that a great many 
patriotic Georgians had _ volunteered 
their services without pay, he thought 
that $2,000 or $2,500 would cover all 
expenses. ; 


Land Title Act. 

He urged that an act, making cer- 
tain land titles in the state, recom- 
mended by a commission to the last 
legislature and introduced by Repre- 
sentative Barfield, of Bibb, should be 
passed at the earliest opportunity, so 
as to facilitate the securing of loans 
from the federal farm loan banks. 

.Besides his recommendations as to 
pardons, there were three important 
changes he wished brought about in 
the gcvernor’s office: The changing of 
the term so that it should begin on 
January 1 instead of the middle of the 
year, this change to apply to the of- 
fice of commissioner of agriculture as 
well as that of governor; the increase 
of the governor's salary to at least 
$7,500 per annum, the sum paid United 
States representatives and senators 
commissioned by him; and the increase 
of the clerical force in the governor’s 
office, which was entirely inadequate 
to the governor’s needs. 

He also called attention to the con- 
dition of the governor’s mansion and 
urged that the property be sold and a 
new house for the governor provided 
which would be more comfortable for 
the governor and his family. 

He reported his action in appointing 
a state council of defense, on the rec- 
ommendation of the secretary of war, 
and submitted to the general assem- 
bly the question whether it ought not 
to provide a secretary and'\for other 
necessary expenses of that body. He 
also called attention to the organiza- 
tion of home penton, recommended by 
the National Council of Defense and 
the war department, and urged that 
proper provision be made for them. 

Hie also called attention to the diffi- 
cultiés encountered in collecting the 
inheritance taxes due the state, his 
appointment of Judge John C. Hart in 
connection with the Jim Smith estate, 
and the appointment by the attorney 
general of special attorneys to repre- 
sent the state in each county. 


BoH Weevil Werk. 


In high terms he commended. the 
board of entomology for its work in 
combating the boll weevil and asked 
that a liberal appropriation be pro- 
vided. He also commended the work 
done bt the state commissioner of 
commerce and labor and called atten- 
tion to a measure, dealing with labor 
agents, that would be introduced at 
the request of that department. 

He referred to correspondence of his 
office with the secretary of agricul- 
ture in regard to the experiment sta- 
ticn at Griffin, the upshot of which 
would be, in all probability, the with- 
drawal of the federal appropriation for 
the station, unless it were brought 
into closer relation with the state col- 
lege of agriculture at Athens. 


¢ Technologice! School Needs. 


In his reference to the state’s edu-/! 
cational institutions, the governor. 

made particular mention of the needs 
of the Technological school, which, he 
said, seemed to have lost its hold on 
recent legislatures and had not re- 
ceived a special] appropriation in many 
years, not even $3,000 needed last year 
to house the books given the igstitu- 
tion by the late Julius L. Brown. 

“Its students are deprived of the use 
of the finest equipment in the south, 
equipment wh ch did not cost the state 
one dollar,” h@ continued. “The great 
power plant concerning which so much 
has been said and done, is silent on 
the campus. Its machines are rustin 
daily 
not give the school some $30,000 to, 
install the machinery and to complete 
the work necessary to operate the 


lant. 
é “When the United States authorities 
began to look for .an_ institution in 
which to place an aviation school they 
selected this school as one of eight 
for that purpose in the union. .

to reguiate shipments by giving pref- 
erence to certain classes, as he un- 
doubtedly will, the senate having al- 
ready acted favorably on the matter 
and the house being overwhelmingly for 
it, there will be no trouble about cars. 

“When cars are furnished so that 
the mines can operate full time, the 
operating cost will be greatly reduced, 
the overhead charges being much more 
in proportion where the mines can run 
only two or three days per week.” 

Mr. Harris said that the railroads 
had not furnished.cars as rapidly as 
they might. A friend, he added, had 
#|recently counted 45 empty cars stand- 
ing on one sidetrack in south Georgia, 
and, returning that way in a few days, 
he had _ found them, still standing 
there. Railroads running to the mines, 
he declared, had been getting their coal 
at a much lower rate than other con- 
sumers, and at a lower ratesthan other 
railroads iess favorably situated as to 
éoal mines. 

The interstate commerce commission 
had been working in co-operation with 
the trade commission in handling. that 
feature of the problem, he said, and 
they would be able to handle it as all 
the roads, coal roads as well as the 
others, were asking for 15 per cent in- 
crease in freight rates. 

In reference to the quoted. state- 
ments of some of the Atlanta coal 
} dealers to the effect that they could not 
reduce coal and that they anticipated 
an increase rather than a reduction in 
prices, Mr. Harris declared that they 
had probably not yet been notified by 

‘the operators of the reduction at the 
_{mines, They would have to come down 

on prices when the-effect-of the agree- 
ment reached them, he said.
